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WAR PRICES A FALLACY, 

A Great effort has been made by some of our most influentia! 
contemporaries to connect the unexpected high price of corn with 
the war. Because during the long war, from 1791 to 1815, there 
were several years of very high prices, and generally a range of 
good prices, it has been the fashion, without any very minute 
irquiry into the actual causes which during the period in question 
were calculated to produce such an effect, to attribute it simply 
and in general terms to the war. If, however, this be a popular 
fallacy or error, it is extremely desirable that it should be dissi- 
pated. For it is plain that there are two consequences which are 
certain to arise from such a conviction, both of which may, if 
carried to excess, be productive of public evil. First, there have 
not been wanting already, evidences of a somewhat painful kind, 
that the expectation of high prices has been regarded by certain 
growers of grain as an ample satisfaction for all the evils and cost 
of the war, and that on that, rather than the higher ground of 
great, national, and European considerations—the war is looked 
upon by them with a favour which might outlive the necessity for 
its continuation. On the other hand, there have also been 
symptoms in large populous neighbourhoods of some discontent 
arising from the high price of bread, aud connecting it with the 
war. 

As to the real cause of the present high price of grain, and how 
far it will be sustained, there are no doubt very various opinions. 
But at leastwe thiuk it will not be ditlicalt to show that there 
are no satisfactory reasons for attributing it to the war ; and, 
moreover, that there were causes in existence daring the early 

ears of the century sufficient to account for the high prices dur- 
ng the war which do not apply to the present time. But, in the 
first place, we may remark that during that long war there were 
considerable fluctuations in price. In 1792 the price of wheat 
was 41s 9d, and it advanced regularly until 1796, when it was 
763 3d ; but it again fell in 1798 to 50s 4d ; in 1800 and 1801 the 
price was respectively 110s 3d and 113s 11d; but in 1903 it fell 
to 57s 1d; from that time till 1809 it fluctuated from 603 to 94s ; 
and in 1810 it rose to an average of 110s 3d, and continued 
generally above 100s till the close of 1813; in 1814 it fell to 
728 1d, and in 1815, before the close uf the war,to 63s 8d. But 
examining these great fluctuations, are there no causes irrespective 
of the war to which the high range of prices may be attri- 
buted? In the first place, there was tue great failure of 
the harvests in 1799 and in 1800, which was quite sufficient 
to account for the remarkable prices in 1800 and 1801; again, 
on from 1809 to 1813 were suf- 


ficient to accouvt for the extraordinary prices at that period. 
But was there no other general cause which, during the greater 
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part of that period, very materially affected prices altogether ? 
It will be observed that up to 1799 the prices of wheat continued 
moderate. In that year the Bank suspended cash payments. 
The circulation of the country became less or more depreciated 
in consequence. It is true that for the first four or five years of 
the suspension the depreciation was not so great; but towards 
1809 it became very considerable, and continued so during the 
whole of the remainder of the war. For a long time a guinea 
was worth 27s, and at particular moments sold even for con- 
siderably more. The high price was thus to a considerable extent 
nominal; it was a price expressed in a depreciated currency. 
There were, therefore, two causes to which the high prices of the 
last war may be attributable, neither of which is applicable now. 


First, there were series of years in which the crops universally | 


failed, which led to the very high prices in particular years ; aud 
next, there was a depreciated currency which led to a geueral 
range of nominally high prices over the whole period. 


No such causes affect the market price now. Our currency is 
of full value, and in a most perfect condition. And while there 
may be a doubt expressed in some quarters whether the last 
harvest has proved really as good as was expected, aad whether 
the opinion formed of it was not an exaggeration of the fact, yet 
it is impossible to suspect that the harvest has been a bad one. 
Last week we inserted a letter from a very eminent authority in 
such matters, which, so far as his district of the couutry was 
concerned, went to show that the crop had really not proved to 
be so good, and that the farmers had experienced some dis- 
appointment. To-day we insert a letter from ** Another Farmer” 
in the same spirit. But even all that this exceptional evidence 


would imply is, that the great expectatious formed of the harvest | 
have not been realised. No one attempts to say that at least it | 


was not a good harvest. Neither of the great influencing causes 
duriog the last war, therefore, exist now. 

But why should war lead to high prices, unless it be accom- 
panied, as it was in the last war, with financial difficulties, a sus- 


pension of cash payments, and a depreciation of carreucy; and even | 
in that case, the high price arising from such, too frequent accom. |

paniments of war, would be rather nominal than real. 
from considerations of currency, what reasons can be suggested for 
high prices during war? Price is determined by supply and de- 
mand. Ary circumstance, therefore, which creates a general de- 
ficiency of supply, or a general increase of demand, will undoubt- 
edly tend to raise prices. Does war do the one or the other? So 
far as the home supply is concerned, there can be no reason for 
saying that it is affected by war. Cultivation goes on as usual, 
aud the result, as in times of peace, is determined by the cha- 
racter of the season. No doubt,so far as foreign supplies are 
concerned, they may be very mach affected by war, or they may 
not, accurding to its character. We will hereafter examine how 
far they are likely to be so by the present war. Taen 
so far as demand is concerned, can it be said that 
there is anything in a war which is likely to increase it? 
There is a vague notion that the supplies of the army tend to a 
cousiderable increase of consumption, but there seems no founda- 
tion for such an impression. In the first place, the consumption 
of our largest armies is so small, compared with our entire means 
aud demand upon it, that it could make no perceptible influeace 
upon the whole; in the next place, even though all the supplies 
were sent trom home, it would only be providing abroad for the 
same persons who had before been provided for at home ; and in 
the last place, it is a fact that the great bulk of the actual con- 
sumption of food in a campaiga is purchased on the spot; and 
therefore, so far as this goes, the consumption at home is rather 
relieved than increased. Then, again, as to the great bulk of the 
population at home, it is not likely that a period of war, whec 
they are more highly taxed, and when therefore they can have 4 
smaller portion of their entire income applicable to their general 
expenditure than usual, can lead to an increased consumption; on 
the contrary, the tendency will be to a diminished demand. 


While, therefore, there are some grounds for saying that thp 


circumstances of war would lead to a reduced demand, and aA 
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of Ee d to lower prices, there is only one circumstance which wou

katie interrupt foreign supplies. How far, then, does the present war 


onr foreign supplies ? Of the entire importa‘ion of wheat and 
fe ° ws the oie direct from Russia constitutes about 14 per cent.; 
: but 4s the whole importations do not form more than about 20 per 
. cent. of our entire consumption, the quantity derived from Russia 
is very little more than 24 per cent. of the whole. Again, during 
the first nine months of this year, the importations of wheat from 
Russian ports direct has been 525,000 qrs, against 773,000 qrs 
last year; so that the deficiency has been but 248,000 qrs. It is 
true, however, that recently the exportation has been prohibited, 
5 and the supply from that quarter has entirely ceased. It is also 
: true that the occupation of the mouths of the Danube by the 
Russian forces has up to this time rendered it necessary to con- 
= tinne the blockade, and the large stores of wheat in the Princi- 
ces palities and in the Danubian ports have of late been pent up in 
es granary and lost to the markets of Europe. But all this amounts 
es to nothing as between a good and a bad harvest, and of itself 
$ could exert no perceptible influence upon prices. . 
ee ‘| ‘The truth is, that the war has little or no connection with the 
i l| high price of grain. If it had, how does it happen that for many 
Le (i months after the declaration of war prices were rapidiy reduced, 
eo week by week and month by month? We are rather disposed to 
; believe that it is to the fact that prices fell too much, in anticipa- 
tion of the harvest, that we are now suffering higher prices than 
the quality of the harvest would seem to justify. Our prices 
were speculatively reduced below the level of other countries, and 
stocks in the West of Europe being so much exhausted, the 
exports from countries where any surplus existed, and even from 
this country, were directed to France, Belgium, Holland, and 
Germany, in all of which countries prices were higher than here. 
In consequence of this, our imports in the months of July, 
Angust, September, and October in the present year have barely 
reached 750,000 qrs, against 2,132,000 qrs in the same months of 
1853, and 1,362,000 qrs in 1852. Nor has a corresponding effort 
been made to supply home-grown wheat to make up the deficiency. 
It is true that the weekly sales in the English markets have been 
large in the two la-t months, when compared with the very small 
deliveries of 1853, but they do not so much exceed those of 1852. 
In the months of October and November the quantities of 
English wheat returned in the Gazette were :—

So that 136,938 qrs have been returned more in the present year 
than in the ordinary year of 1852 ; but of course these returns re- 
present but a small portion of the entire sales of the whole country. 
Inthe great reduction of stocks both here and throughout the 
West of Europe, and in the absence of imports, suspended in con- 
sequence of the low prices some time ago, we may discover 
reasonable causes for the present high prices, without attributing 
them to the vague and unintelligible consequerces of a war; and 
the first symptom of a fall in price will be when foreign supplies 
begin to arrive more quickly, and the Britich farmers to sell their 
large crop more freely. 


BATTLE OF INKERMANN.

; The Russian soldiers, they were told, when taken prisoners, were 
craelly tortured and starved by the Allies, and they were abjured

This delusion has been at once and for ever dis- 
sipated, and it has been again proved, as of old it was remarked 
of the French nobility, that the refinements of life enhance the 
sensibility to reputation and increase the courage of the chivalrous 
soldier. Without honour, life-has to him no charms, andthe more 
he values the enjoyments of society, the more energetic he beeomes. 
in battle. Officers and soldiers have alike convinced the world of 
this truth. Crowds of youths of noble family or exalted station 
have shared all the dangers of this contest, and have fallen by 
the side of the humblest soldier. Amongst the slain are some of 
the noblest names of the peerage of @very part of the kingdom— 
Eliots, Pakenhams, Hunter Blairs, and Cathcarts. All ranks 
have vied with each other, and the aristocratic classes, nursed in 
the utmost refinement of luxury, have been distinguished for their 
daring and their losses. ™ 

It was supposed, too, that to give the soldier education and re- 
lease him from the degrading discipline to which he was hereto- 
fore exposed, would make him less fit for his duties. The cam- 
paign in the Crimea, from the-first-day of lamding- to the-date 
efthe-tast despatches, is a refutation of the old theory, and affords 
a proud satisfaction to those amongst us who, for half a century, 
have strenuously contended for the extension of freedom and 
humanity amongst all classes of the military. At no time has a 
greater readiness been exhibited by the multitude to serve the 
State, whether in the army or navy, and never have the soldiers 
and sailors conducted themselves more honourablv, more bravely, 
and more skilfully. They have shown themselves éVery~way 
worthy of their country and of its progress -in the civil arts. 
-They have demoastrated that the highest refinement—that even 
womanly tenderness of manner—is not incousistent with the most 
manly courage. They have won a proud name for themselves, 
and they have redeemed civilisation from a reproach,# They have 
made themselves terrible to barbarians who have been taught to 


believe they could make an easy conquest of an enervated people, | 
and have at once convinced them that to be great they, too, must | 


become civilised. They have ensured, by the display of vigour 
and power, the future peace of society, and guaranteed its progress 
agaiost all barbarian enterprise. #Since the Romans, not know- 
ing how to beat back the barbarians, bribed them ‘to be tempo- 
rarily quiet, and encouraged them to make further conquests, 
civilisation has always appeared to be in danger from barbarism. 
The campaign in the Crimea has already put an end to this-fear, 
and established for civilised men a superiority in arms as inthe 
peaceful arts. 


It is not for us to re-describe a battle which Lord Raglan, ia | 


his despatches, has described with admirable simplicity and clear- 
ness ; nor is it for us to mete out approbation to individuals in a 
case which lies beyond our ordinary pursuits, where all appear to 
have been equally brave and skilful;—wecan only record the 
general conviction that the army in the Crimea has equalled, if it 
have not surpassed, all the previous feats of our armies. On this oc- 
casion they were aided cheered, aud encouraged by the equally noble 
exertions of their Allies, and, ag long as the English and French 


stand side by side, the peace of the whole world may be assured.

naya, The following day th's augmentation was still further apparent, and 
large masses of troops hed evidently arrived from the northward, and ov two 
several cocasions persens of distinguished rank were observed to have joined 
the Russian camp, I bave subsequently learmt that the 4th corped’armee, 
conveyed in carriages of the country, und in the lightest possivle order, had 
been brought from Moldavia, aad were to be immediately fuliowed by he 3rd 
corps. It was therefore to be expevted that an extensive movement would not 
lovg deferred. Aocordivgly, shortly before daylight, on the &b, strong 
umus of the enemy came upon the sdvanced ow 
the position. These piquets behaved with admirab gallantry, defeuding the 
ground fot by foot ageinst the overwhelming numbers of tie enemy, until 
the 2nd Division, under Mojor-General Pennefather, with its ficid guns, 
ich had immediately teen gut under armm, was placed ia po-itiov. 

The Light Division, under Lientenant-General Bir Brown, was also 
brought to the front without loss of ime; the lst Brigade, wader Mojor- 
General Codrington, occupying the long slopes to the left towards Sebastopo',

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and protecting our right battery, and guarding against sttack on that side ; and 
the 2nd under Brigadier-General Buller, forming on the left of the 2nd 
Division, with the 88th Regiment, under Lieutenant-Colonel Jeffreys, thrown 
in advance. The Brigade of Guards, under his Royal Highness the Dake of 
Cambridge and Major-General Bentinck, proceeded likewire to the front, and 
took up most important ground to the extreme right on the slignement of the 
2nd Division, but separated from it by a deep and precipitous ravine, and post=- 
ing ite gune with those of the 2nd Division. The 4th Division, under Licu- 
tenant-General Sir Geurge Cathcart, having been brought from their encamp- 
ment, «dvanced to the front and right of the attack; the let Brigade, under 
Brigedier-Generel Goldie, proceeded to the left of the Inkerman roed; the 
2nd Brigade, under Brig»dier-General Torrens, to the right of it, and on the 
ridge overhanging the Valley of the Techernaya. The 3rd Division, under 
Lieutenant-General Sir Richard England, occupied in part the ground vacated 
by the 4th Division, and supported the Light Division by two regiments under 
Brigadier-General Sir John Campbell, while Brigadier-General Eyre held the 
eommand of the troops in the trenches. 

The morning was + xtremely dark, with a drizzling rain, rendering it almost 
impossible to diecover anything beyond the flash and emoke of artillery and 
heavy musketry fire. It, however, scon became evident that the enemy, under 
cover of a vast cloud of skirmishers, supported by dense columns of infantry, 
had advanced numerous batteries of large calibre to the high ground to the 
left and front of the 24 Divisiow, while powerful columns of infantry attacked 
with great vigour the Brigade ot Guards. Additional batteries of heavy artii- 
lery were also placed by the enemy on the slopes to our left; the guns in the 
field amounting in the whole to 90 piecer, independently, however, of the ship 
guns and those in the works of Sebastopol. Protected by a tremendous fire of 
shot, shell, and grape, the Russian columns advanced in great force, requiring 
every effort of gellantry on the part of our troops to resiet them. At this time 
two battalions of French infantry, which had on the firet no'ice heen sent by 
General Bo-quet, joined cur right, and very materially contributed to the euc- 
cessful resistance to the atiack, cheering with our men, and charging the enemy 
down the hill with great loss. About the same time a determined assault was 
made on our extreme Ief’, and for a moment the enewy possessed themselves of 
four of our guns, three of which were retaken by the 88:b, while the fourth was 
speedily recaptured by the 77th Regiment, under Lieutewant-Colonel Egerton. 
In the opposite direction, the Brigade of Guards, under His Royal Highness 
the Duke of Cambridge, was engaged in a severe conflict. 


The enemy, under cover of thick brushwood, advanced in two heavy 
bodies, and ax-aulted with great determination a emall redoubt which hed been 
constructed for two guns, but was not armed. The combat was most arduour, 
and the brigade, after displaying the utmost steadiness and gallantry, was 

. obliged to retire before very superior numberr, until supported by a wing of 
the 20th Regiment, of the 4th Division, when they again advaueed and retook 
the redoubt, This ground was afterwards occupied in gallant style by French 
troope, and the Guards speedily reformed in rear of the right flank of the 2nd 
Division, In the meanwhile, Lieutenant-Genera!l the Honourable Sir George 
Cathcart, with a few eompanies of the 68th Regiment, considering that he 
might make a strong impression by descending into the valley, and taking the 
enemy in flank, moved rapidly forward, but finding the heiguts above him in 
full occupation of the Russianr, he suddenly discovered he was entangled with a 
superior force, and while attempting to withdraw his men he received a mortal 
wound, shortly previously to which Brigadier-General Torrens, when leadiog 
the 68th, was likewise severely wounded. Subsequently to thir, the battle 
continued with unabated vigour and with no positive result, the enemy bring- 
ing upon our line not only their fire of all their field batteries, but those in front 
of the works of the place, and the ship guns, till the afternoor, when the 
symptoms of giving way first became apparent; and shortly after, although 
the fire did not cease, the retreat became genera', and heavy masses were ob- 
e-rved retiring over the bridge of the Inkermanv, and ascending the opposite 
heightr, abandoning on the field of battle five or six thousand dead and 
wounded, multitudes of the latter having already been curried off by them. I 
never bef re witnes&d such @ spectacle as the field presented, but upon this I 
will not dwell. 

Having submitted to your Grace this imperfect description of this most severe 
battle, I have still two duties to discharge, the one most gratifying, the last 
most painfal to my feelings. I have the greatest sati-faction in drawing your 
Grace's atiention to the Prilliant conduct of the allied troops. French ana 
English vied with each other in displaying their gallantry and manifesting their 
zealous devotion to duty, notwithstanding that they had to eontend against an 
infinitely superior force, and were exposed for many hours to a most galling 
fire. I: should be borne in mind that they have daily for several weeks under- 
gone the most constant labour, and that many of them paseed the previous night 
in the trenches. I will not attemptto enter into the detail of the movements 
of the French troop*, leet I shoud not etate them correctly, but I am proud of 
the opportunity of bearing testimony to their valour and energet ¢ services, and 
of paying « tribute of admiration to the distinguished conduct of their imme- 
diate commander, General Borquet, while it ie in the highest degree pleasing to 
me to place upon record my deep sense of the valuable assistance I received 
from the Commander-in-Chief, General Canrodert, who was himself on the 
ground and in constant communication with me, and whore cordial co-operation 
on all occa:ions I cannot too highly extol. Your Grace wiil recollect that he 
was wounded at the Alms: He was again wounded on the 5tb, but I should 
hope that he wild not long feel the effects of it. 

I will, in a eubeequent Cespatch, lay before your Grace the“names of the 
(flicers whose services have been brought to my notice, I will not detain the 
mail for that purpose now, but I cannot delay to report the admirable behavicur 
of Lieutenant-General Sir George Brown, who was unfortunately shot through 
the arm, but is doing well; of Lieutenant-General His Royul Highness the 
Doke cf Cambridge, who particularly distinguished himself; and of M»jor- 
General Pennefather, in command of the 2d Division, which received the first 
attack, and gallantly maintained iteelf under the greatest difficulties throughout 
this protracted conflict; of Major-General Bentinck, who is severely wounded ; 
Mojor-General Cudringtop, Brigadier-General Adame, and Brigadier Genera! 
Torrens, who are severely wounded ; and Brigadier-Geners! Buller, who is aleo 
wounded, but not eoreriously, I mast likewise exprees my obligations to Lieu- 
tenant-Geveral Sir Richard England for the excellent disposition he made of 
hia division, and the assistance he rendered to the left of the Light D.visiou, 
where Brigadier-General Sir John Campbell was Judiciously placed, wnd effke- 
ively supported M»jor-General Codrington ; and I have great pleasure in stating 
thas Frigadier-Geueral Eyre was employed in the important duty of guarding 
the trenches from any assault from the town. Lieutenant-General Sir De Lacy 
Evan-, whe had been obliged by severe indisposition to go on board ship a few 
duy previously, left is bed as soon as he received inte!ligence of the attsek, 
and was promptly at his post, aod though he did not feel well enough to take 
the command of the division out of the hands of Major-General Pennefather, he 
dtd wot fail to give him his best advice and xseistance. 

It is deeply distressing to me to have to sabmit to your Grace the list of the 
killed, wounded, and missing on this memorable occasion. It is indeed heavy, 
aud very many valuable officers and men have been lost to your Mojesty’s 
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fervice. Among the kil'ed your Grace will fod the names of Lieutenabt- 
General the Honourable Sir G. Cathesr’, Strangways, and 
Brigadier-General Goidie. Of the service of the first it ie almost unneceseu: y 
to speak. They are known throughout the British empire, and have within « 
short space of time been brought coaspicuously before the country by his 
achievements at the Cape of Good Hope, whence he had only just returned 
when he was ordered to this army. By his death Her Mej sty has been de- 
prived of a most devoted servant, an officer of the highest merit, while I per- 
sonally bave to deplore the lors of an attsched and faithful friend. Brigadie - 
General Strangways was known to have distinguished himself; in early life a: d 
in mature age, throughout along service, he maintained the same charact:r. 
The mode in which he had conducted the command of the artillery, since it 
was placed in his hands by the departare, throngh illness, of Msjor-General 
Cator, is entitled to my entire approbation, and ws equally agreeable to those 
who were confided to his care. Brigadier-General Goldie was an officer of con- 
siderabie promise, and gave great satisfaction to all under whom he hag served. 


It ia difficult to arrive at any positive conclusion as to the actual numbers 
brought into the field by the enemy. The configuration of the ground did not 
admit of any great development of their force, the attack consisting of «

RUSSIAN ACCOUNT. 

The substance of the report from Prince Menschikoff, dated the ¢th, is@ 
follows :—Oa the 5th a large body of Russian troops, commanded by General 
Dannenberg, and eupported by artillery, made a sortie from bastion No. 1 
The attack at first was very succesefal. The English works were stormed, and 
eleven guns spiked. Uafortuna’ely, just at thie moment the commanders of the 
division which was attacking the entrenchments were wounded, and a body of 
French troops arrived to support the Englicb. The siege artillery of the French 
was also brought to bear on the field-picces to sustain the contest. The nuw- 
ber of riflemen in the enemies’ rank- caused al-o great loss to the Russians in 
officers and artillerymen, and they were forced to retire without finishing the 
redoubts which they bad begus to throw up. The Grand Dukes Michael and 
Nicholas were present under a terrible fire, and showed the greatest courage. 
Simultaneously with this cortie, another body of Rus-ians made another against 
the French lines, and spiked 15 guns. The Ras-ian lors in killed was not 
ascertained, but they had 109 officers and 3,500 men wounded ; among the 
former was Generel Soimonoff, who was shot through the body, and lived only 
a few seconds; M:jor-Generals Villebois and Ochterlony, Colonels Alexan- 
Groff, Poustovoitof Bivikof, Delwig, and Ver-fkine. Prince Menschikoff, 
Major-General Kischineky, commanding the artillery, and several officers of 
the staff, received coutusione. General Davnemberg had two horses killed 
under him, and all the officers about him were wounded. The loss of the Allies 
Was supposed to be very great.

DEATH OF GENERAL STRANGWAYS. 

About half-past nine o’clock, Lord Raglan and his staff were as- 
sembled on a knoll, in the vain hope of getting a glimpse of the bat- 
tle which was raging below them. Here General Scrangways was 
mortally wounded, aud I am to!d that he met his death im the fol- 
lowing way :—A shell came right in among the staff—it exploded in 
Captain Somerset's horse, ripping him open; a portion of the shell 
tore of the leather overalls of Captain Somerset’s trousers; it then 
struck dowa Captain Gordon's horse and killed him at once, and then 
blew away General Strangways’ leg, so that it hung by a shred of 
fiesh and a bit of cloth from the skiv. The poor old General 
never moved a muscle of his face. He merely said, in a gentle voice, 
“Will any one be kind enough to litt me off my hors:?” He was 
taken down and laid on the ground, while his life blood ebbed fast, 
and at last he was carried to the rear. But the g:liant old men had 
not sufficient strength to undergo an operation, and in two hours he 
had sunk to rest, leaving behind him a memory which will ever be 
held dear by every officer and man of the a: my. 

‘ DEATH OF GENERAL SIR GEORGE CATHCART. 
Sir George Cathcart, seeing his men disordered by the fire of a large 
column of Russian infantry which was outflanking them, while portions of 
the various regiments composing his division were maintaining an un- 
} equal struggle with an overwhelmming force, rode down into the ravine 
| in which they were engaged to rally them. He perceived at the same 
' time that the Russians had actually gained possession of a portion of the 
} -hill in rear of one flank of his division, but still his stout heart never failed 
| him for a moment. He rode at their head encouraging them, and when 
| 2cry arose that the ammunition wasfailing, he said coolly, ‘Have you not 

Beal bayonets ”’ As he led on his men it was observed that another 
| of men had gained the top of the hill behind them on the right, but 
was impossible to tell whether they were friends or foes. deadly 
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volley was poured into our scattered regiments. Sir George cheered 
them and led them back up the hill, but a flight of bullets passed where 
he rode, and he fell from his horse close to the Russian columns, The 
men had to fight their way through a host of enemies, and lost fearfully. 
They were surrounded and bayonettcd on all sides, and won their desperate 
way up the hill with diminished ranks and the loss of nearly 500 men. Sir 
George Cathcart’s body was afterwards recovered, with a bullet wound in 
the head and three bayonet wounds in the body. In this struggle, where 
the Russians fought ‘with the greatest ferocity, and bayonetted the 
wounded as they fell, Colonel Swyny, of the 63rd, a most gallant officer, 
Lieutenant Dowling, 20th, Major Wynne, 68th, and other officers, whose 
names will be found in the Gazette, met their death, and Brigadier Goldie 
(of the 57tn Regiment) received the wounds of which he has since died. 
SIR GEORGE BROWN. 

It was about two hours after the commencement of the action that 
General Bosquet came up with a portion of the division. On the French 
troops coming in sight they were loudly cheered by our men, and the 
cheer was heartily responded to by our allies. The gallant Sir George 
Brown in his delight flew to meet them. The order for the Freach charge 
was at once given, and the gallant veteran in his enthusiasm charged with 
them. It was in this affair that Sir Geo. Brown was wounded, but, as [ 
have already stated, his wound was by no means serious as has been re- 
ported. 

It is a subject of universal regret in the army that Lord Raglan should 
expose himself to a great deal more danger than is neceesary. General 
Canrobert commits a similar fault. 

A MOMENT OF DOUBT. 

At one time the Russians succeeded in getting up close to the guns of 
Captain Wodehouse’s and of Captain Turner’s batteries in the gloom of 
the mo ning. Uncertain whether they were friends or foes, our artille- 
rymen hesitated to fire. The Russians charged them sudde ily, bore all 
resistance down before them, drove away or bayonetted the gunners, and 
succeeded in spiking some of the guns. Their columns gained the hill, 
and for a few moments the fate of the day trembled in the balance, but 
Adams’s Brigade, Penvefather’s Brigade, and the Light Division made 
another desperate charze, while Dickson's guns swept their columns, and 
the Guards with undiminished valour and steadiness, though with a sadly 
decreased front, pushed on again to meet their bitter enemi s. The roll- 
ing of musketry, the crash of steel, the pounding of the guns were deafen- 
ing, and the Russians as they charged up the heights yelled like demons. 

They advanced, halted, advanced ag,in, received and returned a close 
and deadly fire; but the Minie is the king of weapons —lakermann proved 
it. The regiments of the Fourth Division and the Marines, armed with 
the oldand much-belauded Brown Bess, could do nothing with their thin 
line of fire against the massive multitudes of the Muscovite in- 
fantry, but the voleys of the Minie cleft them like the hand 
of the Destroying Angel, and they fell like leaves in autumn before them, 
About 10 o’clock a body of French infantry appeared on our right, a joy- 
ful sight to our struggling regiments. The Zouaves came on at the 
pas de charge. The French artillery had already begun to lay with 
deadly effect on the right wing of the Russians. Three battalions of the 
Chasseurs d’Orleans (I believe they had No. 6 on their butt.ns) rushed 
by, the light of battle on their faces. They were accompanied by a bat- 
talion of Chasseurs Indiggnes—the Arab Sepoys of Algiers. Their tram- 
pets sounded above the din of battle, and when we watched their 
eager advance right on the flank of the enemy we knew the day was won. 
Assailed in front by our men—broken in several places by the impetuo- 
sity of our charge, renewed again and again—attacked by the French in- 
fantry on the right, and by artillery all along the line, the Russians began 
to retire, and at 12 o’clock they were driven pell-mell down the hill to- 
wards the valley, where pursuit would have been madness, as the roads 
were all covered by their artillery. They left mounds of dead behind 
them. Long ere they fled the Chasseurs d’Afrique charged them most 
brilliantly over the ground, difficult and broken as it was, and inflicted 
great loss on them, while the effect of this rapid attack, aided by the ad- 
vance of our troops, secured our guns, which were only spiked with wood, 
and were soon rendered fit for service. 

ADVANCE OF THE TURKS, 

* Count Coronini,” the Z7imes Vienna correspondent announces,

STAM Pp A Lc T.

Sirx,—A. B holds an overdue bill, drawa from abroad, which is 
being paid in London on account of the acceptor by periodical i in- 
stalments, Query:—Is any stamp now necessary on the bill under the 
new Stamp Act? Of course the bi!l was due before the Act came 
into operation, and certaia of the instalments paid.—I am, Sir, yours 
obediently, BOR.

A foreign bill, due before the Act came into operation, but paid 
after, whether by instalments or otherwise, is subject to the same 
stamp as if it had fa:len due after the Act came into operation, to 
the amount remaining unpaid.

Siz,—I perceive that a bill or draft, drawn payable on demand to 
bearer or order, is exempt from stamp daty, if drawn within fifteen 
miles of the place where payable, and subject to one penny stump if 
drawn at a greater distance. Will you please inform me if such bill 
or note can be drawn upon a forcign country, say Belgium or France. 
and be subject to the stamp duty of one penny for auy amount, as if 

yable in England; and if sv, what form of words in the French 
eS anguege can be used ? 

Suppose I draw on my customer at Ghent, and send that draft to 
my agent there, to receive the amount on presentation or demand, 
what form of words, in French, must be used to subject this drait to 
the penny stamp ?

A bill on demand may be drawn upon a foreign country on a 
penny stamp the same as at home ; but the Act provides no form 
of expression in the French language for that species of bill. It 
will be better to draw such bills in English.

fect account, What the journalist, with all his outstretched 
arms of reporters, corresponcents, and contributors, assisted by 
— of all descriptions from all places, by daily reports 

rought by telegraphs, railways, and steam-packets, cannot even 
learn and necessarily fails fully to describe, men with less infor- 
mation cannot direct ; and the growing magnitude of society, with 
its rapidly iucreasing means of communication, which, by uniting 
the interests of distant Neen ee en ac eee is equivalent to increasing the 
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whole, seems rapidly carrying it away from that control by in- 
dividuals hitherto considered necessary for order and safety. 
Under this looming truth we we'co ne every proof, trom what- 
ever quarter derived, of a material provision carefully prepared 
for the growth and welfare of society, like the lately discovered 
fields of gold ia the Pacific, which have poured forth’ their abun- 
dance for the use of Europe, just as Europe was languishing for 
a new stimulus to extend its cultivation, its manufactures, and 
trade, in order to become an improved habitation for a more 
numerous people. It is now apparent that fuel, especially coal, 
is the indispensable element, as it has been described by M. Aug. 
Visschers, of modera industry. It engenders force—it gives 
power—it is offered by Nature to man as the means of conquer- 
ing all opposing forces. ‘ It is to industry what oxygen is to the 
lungs, water to the plant, nourishment to the animal.” Hence 
the importance of knowing how it is distributed over the globe. 
It has increased the force of our people tenfold. Combined with 
fiezdom, it is the chief source of our greatness. Without it, or 
some similar means of gaining force, we should not increase, 
other nations could not increase, and the progress of England 
would soon be stopped for want of power and of thriving cus- 
tomers. Coal has been called the civiliser—an honour which it 
only shares with all the other parts of the material world ; but, as 
it is obviously necessary to the progress of indastry, it is 
gratifying to find immense stores of it laid up in the great Western 
Continent, the common gathering place and future home of all 
the hitherto scattered and conflicting families of mankind. The 
outstretched plains, the fertile vales, the well-timbered hills of 
America, have already practically convinced all the old nations 
of the world, chiefly acquainted with those means of power, 
and which have for some time flocked and are now flocking to it 


in greater numbers than ever, that is intended for the abode in | 


peace of the i increasiug millions of the human race ; and this great 
truth is confirmed in detail by finding in it immense coal fields, 
destined to subserve man through countless ages, and enable him 
to achieve triumphs of industry to which all that he at present 
boasts of will be like the toys of childhood compared to the imple- 
ments and instruments of the mature and intelligent artisan. 

Britain owes her greatness to possessing 8,139 square miles of 
bituminous coal, and, with Ireland, 3,720 square miles of aathra- 
cite and culm. Bituminous coal iu the United States extends 
over an area of 133,132 square miles.** The anthracite of Penn- 
sylvania occupies an area of 437 square miles, and British 
America has bituminous coal to the extent of 18,000 square miles. 
Of the coal land of Europe and America nearly three-fourths is 
found in America. Dividing it into a thousand parts, America 
has 724 of the whole. Combined with its millions of fertile acres, 
its pleasant vales, and its navigable rivers, what an insight does 
this source of power give us of the futare of America. How 
clearlv is it intended to be a home for countless millions, and 
how very contemptible does the policy of the Knownothings and 
others, who claim a high reputation as statesmen and talk of 
keeping America for the. Americans, flash on as in comparison to 
the obvious destiny of their great country. They would make it 
sectarian, or limit it to a tribe. Nature intends it for an abode 
for every part of the human f: amily. 

We will make the relative size of the coal fields of the world 
plain, by copying from Mr Taylor’s book the diagrams by which 
he represents visibly the proportion of coal in America and Great 
Britain.

MATERIAL FOR PAPER MAKING. 


WE copySthe following paragraph from the Overland China Mail 
of Sept. 27 :— 

A reward of 1,0002 has been offered in Enagland to any person who will dis- 
cover substitute for ragsin the manufacture of paper. If by the word “ sub- 
stitate” is meant one that is suitable for making paper quite equal to that made 
from rage, it is probable no such reward will ever be paid, and that the adver- 
tisers have adopted an ingenious method of obtaining information at little cost. 
The paper the reader now holdsin his hand, is manufactured from shavings 
of the bamboo plant in China. The quality is fair, though not equal to the 
best English printing paper; yet who can exy how much it might be improved 
by European skill and the use of machinery? We have only Cuinese authority 
for stating that this paper is manufactured from bamboo, as foreigners are 
not admitted to the provinces where it is made; but the report seems to receive 
confirmation from the fact, that three yearsjago all the bamboos most common 
in the Canton provinces shed their seed and died, and the consequence was a 
rise of nearly fifty per cent.in the priceof paper. If bamboo shavings can be 
turned to euch account, the supply of raw material is inexhaustible, thousands 
of acres being kept in the West Indies for firewood alone. 

It is highly probable that the paper in question is made from 
bamboo shavings, for in the United States 7 is manufactured 
| from the same or a very similar material. It is, as we can testify 
| from the copy before us, and from frequently seeing other copies 
| of the same journal printed on the same kind of paper, well 

adapted to newspapers, albeit neither so white nor so light as the 
| paper used by English journals. Bamboo shavings, of all other 

things, seem well calculated to come into competition with rags; 
for they are refuse, of no use except to burn or to tura into paper, 
while most other substitutes suggested have a value independent 
of their use to make paper, and can only be grown or obtained 
by aconsiderable quantity of labour. In the present scarcity of

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| | material, it may be worth while to consider how far it might be 


| economised by the general use of thinner paper. Daily journals 
| are, as the rule, destined to be read and wasted; and to make 
them of such paper as books intended to be lasting is unnecessary. 
The flimsy on which many of the German journals are printed, or 

paper like it, might, we should suppose, be used by our journals 


| with a great saving of material and no loss of character.

| PRINCIPLES OF NEUTRALITY. 
RUSSIA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

| A Convention between the United States of America and the 

Emperor of all the Russias, concladed by their respective Pleni- 

potentiaries at Washington, on the 22d of July last, contains the 

following stipulations :— 


Art. 1. The two high contracting parties recognise as permanent and im- 
mutable the following principles, to wit :—1st.That free ships make free goods— 
that is to say, that the effects or goods belonging to subjects or citizens of a 
Power or State at war are free from capture and confiscation when found on 
board neutral vessels, with the exception of articles contraband of war. 2d, 
That the property of neutrals on board an enemy’s vessel‘is not subject to con- 
fiscation, unless the same be contraband of war. They engage to apply these 
principles to the commerce and navigation of all such Powers and States as 
Beene, v0 Auoet them on their part as permanent and immutable. 

t. 2, The two high contracting parties reserve themselves to come to an 

ulterior understanding, as circumstances may require, with regard to the ap- 

and extension to be given, if there be avy cause for it, to the prin- 

ciples laid down in the first article. But they declare from this time that they 

will take the stipulations contained in said article 1st as @ rule, whenever it 
shall become a question, to judge of the rights of neutrality: 

Art. 3. It is agreed by the high contracting parties that all 
shall or may consent to accede to the rules of the first article of this Conver 
tion, by a formal declaration stipulating to observe shall enjoy the rights 
resulting from such accession as they shall be enjoyed and observed by the 

two Powers siguing this Convention. They shall mutually communicate to 
each oth -r the results of the steps which may be taken on the subject. 
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CAPITAL AND LABOUR.—RUSSIA AND ENGLAND, 
BY DR. MICHELSEN 

OrryioNs still vary as to the extent of the internal resources of Russia 
and the possibility of her protracting the present war for a length of 
time. Theffollowing observatiocs may perhaps assist us in so ving 
the question at issue. By capifal, we now understand not‘only money, 
goods, and other material property, but also each and at! things from 
which an income or rent is derived. Capital embraces both bodily 
and mental labour, physical and intellectual skill; capital is in short 
the fundamental stock by which we earn an income, whether by 
lending out money or by cultivating land, or even by practising a 
trade, art, or scienve. The more, consequently, that capital is in- 
creased in value by improvement, employment, and usefulness, the 
more ought it to become lucrative and profitable. Capital lies with. 
out and within man; it must frequently be turned over by renewed 
labour, work, and operation, to enhance its value and render it more 

roductive. We thus clearly see that capital and /abour, instead of 

eing two opposite interests, are on the contrary congruous elements, 
by whose union wealth, power, and greatness may be obtained. Nay, 
without that union there can be no real acquisition, no material gain, 
no production, and consequently no increase of private riches or 
national wealth. A capital that remains noemployed and withdrawa 
from the operations of labour, is a dead, unfruitful, and self-consum- 
ing capital, and, like the energies of the mind and body, proves fatal 
to the possessor by lying idle and dormant. The State and the in- 
individual not less, the more they have put faith and reliance upon the 
barrea dross, the more are they sure to hasten towards ruin, decay, 
and insolvency. The vast quantities of gold and silver that flowed 
into the coffers of the Crown of Spain from Peru and Mexico during 
the 16th century, have, no less than despotism and the Loquisition, 
contributed to ruin the finest of all European countries, and demora. 
lise the noblest of all European nations. A comparison be. 
tween the conditions of England and Russia will prac- 
tically demonstrate our position. Let us cast an economical 
giance at the largest capital of the aristocracy of the two countries, 
their landed property. The area of the Russian nobility is a hundred 
times more extensive than that of the Eoglish, and yet how value- 
less, how little productive, is a square mile even in the best and 
finest parts of Southern Russia as compared with only the 
tenth part of that space even in the worst part of Eagland. Nar. 
rowed liberty more than bad climate has converted blissful labour 
upon Russian soil into a curse and calamity, has checked the in- 
crease of her population, has left the country, with all its natural 
riches, in a state of abject poverty, and plunged the inhabitants 
into filth, misery, and gross ignorance. The immense stock, the 
capital of the landowners, remains almost unproductive, for want 


of knowledge how to unite it with labour; and, being unproductive, | 


it becomes of less value than in any other country of the civilised 
world; though, in purchasing Jand in Russia, the power of labour 
(the serfs) is included in the bargain. What Eugland is, on the other 
hand, with her flourishing agriculture, excellent farms, and the enor. 
mous price of her acres, are facts too well known to need recapitu- 
lation. Ata sale of a farm in England, a hundred individuals will 
attend and bid for its possession, while in Russia there may be 
offered for sale a hundred farms before one single bidder will pre- 
sent himself for the speculation. To draw .a comparison be. 
tween the conditions of the labouring classes in the two 
countries is to draw a parallel between the light of a bright 
sun and that of a dim rush-light. The lowest ltabourer io the 
factories at Manchester eats finer bread than the richest Boyar in 
the interior of Russia; the poorest girl employed in the looms at 
Leeds would turn sick at the sight of the couch oa which reposes the 
maiden of one of the richest Crown peasants in Russia, The stable 
man in a farm-yard in Durham occupies a cleaner room, consumes 
more healthy food, wears much better clothes, and bears uoder 
all circumstances more pride and independence in his heart, than 
the head steward of one ofthe wealthiest nobles in the Crimes. 
Also the capital of the Russian labourer, his physical strength, his me- 
ehanical skill is valueless, because the great benefits derivable from the 
union of capital and labour are things as yet unkaown in the vast 
empire of the Czar. Labour in the interior of Russia commands, 
therefore, not the fourth part as much as labour commands in 
England, and commands still less than labour commands in 
the United States, though the population of the latter is in pro- 
tion to the extent of the area not much more dense than that 
in Rassia. In the United States, there is still a closer union be- 
tween capital and labour by the absence of all restrictive laws in the 
free disposal of landed property, by the non-existence of primo- 
geniture, sinecures, entails, &c. In the interior of Russia, it is true, 
provisions are uncommonly cheap, but cheapness there is the result 
of general poverty, and want of proper means for internal commu- 
nication, transport, and intercourse. Nor are the consequences of 
that cheapness less fatal to the country at large. Trade is thereby in 
@ state of stagnation ; intercourse in the exchange of production 1s 
checked; productions prove unprofitable ; labour is considered a low, 
mean, and contemptible occupation; excess and abundanew exist m 
some provinces, and dearth and scarcity in others; the same article 
that cos:s at one place 10 roubles, fetches six or seven times the 
price at another place, not perhaps 100 miles distant; a0 
finally, the Russian Government, with all its boasted treasures in the 
fortress vaults at St Petersburg, a portion of which it managed to 
lend to some great Powers of Raven. has within the last few years 
not been able to obtain a loan of some millions sterling at the great 
stock exchanges of Europe, even at an exorbitant rate of interest, 
It would, however, on the other hand, be absurd to deny to Russis 
the possession of all the rich elements and undeveloped resources by 
which she might attain wealth, power, and greatness, ly 
equalled by any other couutry; but her perverted institutions, added 
to the semi-barbarous condition of her population, prevent a close 
union between capital and labour; and so loag as that is the case, 


Russia will ever rema‘n a colossus of iron, res‘ing upon legs of cay.

AGRICULTURAL MEMORANDA. 
CROPS AND PRICES, 
THe gfain}markets, after a rally, have, during the past week, 
shown symptoms of decline, and we still believe that the present 
high range of prices will not be permanent. We observe that 
large quantities of oats have already come in, and it cannot be 
doubted that large supplies of wheat will be forthcoming under 
the inducements held out by existing rates. Ia some places we 
hear, as thrashing proceeds, that recent estimates of the yield of 
wheat crops have not been borne out; but that is not generally 
the case, the yield fully coming up to the calculated quantity. 
Wheatis coming up well, and as regards the prospects of the 
eurrent year, all is as favourable as possible. That farmers, who 
have their land in good condition, are doing as wel), perhaps 
beiter, than at any former period within the last forty years, is 
certain, and the effect is to induce a very active demand for farms, 
Yet on this point we must raise a warning voice. Prices such as 
now prevail are not likely to be permanent, and many farmers 
who are now taking land, without either the requisite durable 
improvements by the landlord or security for their own capital if 
employed in such improvements, will, when prices subside, be 
sure to find themselves in positions of more or less difficulty, 
There is nothing iu the present accidental and temporary range 
of prices to justify any farmer in taking a farm without an ample 
guarantee for its permazent improvement either by the landlord, 
or by the meang of the tenant’s own capital under the safeguard 
ofa lease. That such warnings are necessary we know, from 
many recent farm lettings which have some under our notice. 
The new market at Copenbagen fields, near the terminus of 
the Great Northern Railway, io substitution of Smithfield market, 
approaches completion, and is, it is reported, likely to be opened for 
business next month. The benefits to farmers, butchers, and the 
public from the improved arrangement under which fat stock will 
then be apparent. 





PRIZE LABOURERS. 


Socretres professing to improve the condition of the labouring 
Clasees in rural districts by means of prizes have often been much 
ridiculed. The notion that such plans can have any useful effect is 
absurd. But one objection to most of those societies which have 
been commented on consisted in the false pretences on which they were 
carried on, To encourage industrious and well-ordered agricultural 
workmen with a view to save the rates, and, consequently, protect 
rents, was then thie not very well disguised motive ot the promoters 
A secondary motive too was, at one time, a desire to enlist the la- 
bourers in defence of the corn laws, through intimations that cheap 
food implied cheap labour. The latter plea may now be dismissed 
be disproved. And the saving of rates isa perfectly legitimate mo- 
tive—for the receivers of parish relief are ten times more injured 
than the rate-payers,—but then let the purpose be avowed, and not 
sheltered behind a half-charitabie, half-philanthropic pretence. Such 
are the observations which naturally occurred when the promoters of 
izes for labourers consisted mainly of persons whose whole public 
policy had been adverse to the interests of the numerous classes, Re- 
cently, however, a new distributor of prizes at a Labourers’ Friend 
Society has come out in the person of Lord Palmerston, who has ap- 
pesred in that character at Romsey, in Hampshire. Oa that occasion 
is Lordship made a speech full of wholesome advice to the le bouring 
classes, and ably enforcing the importance to themselves of early and 
proper training. He said:— 

‘ow, no home can be happy if the husband be not a kind and affectionate 
husband, and a good father to bis cbildren. Bearing this in mind, he must 
avold two great rocks on which too many men in the humbler ranks make 
shipwreck—the tobscco-shop and the beer-shop. The tobacco-sbop ruins his 
health and leads to all kinds of diseases. If he were a man living on a cesert 
island, and isolated from society, this might be a matter of comparatively little 
importance, and he might ruin his constitution just as he pleased; but the 
labouring clasees must remember that their health and strength are the support 
of their families, and if they ruin the one and recklessly waste the other they 
not only injure themselves, but do irreparable damage to those who are de- 
pending upon them. So much for the use of tobacco, which many, to their 
detriment, indulge in. But the beer-shop and public-house go further, because 
the habits there contracted not only lead to the degradation of the individual 
and the impoverishment of bis family, bat they lead to offences and crimes 
which tend to place the man in the condition of a felon avd a convict. No 
man who indulges in drink can fail to feel degreded when he recovers from his 
intoxication, and that sense of degradation leads him again to drown his care 
in renewed intoxicstion, and, from step to step, he falls into the lowest con- 
dition that human nature can be degraded to. 

This is very good so far as it goes; but when such men as Lord 
Palmerston take to prize-giving for rural industry and good conduct, 
we cannot try their remarks by the same standard as those of poli- 
ticians who have resisted as far as possible every measure for cheap- 
ening the food or promoting the independence of the labouring 
classes. Beer and tobacco are certainly temptations which lead astray 
mapy of the rural working men, but this merely touches the surface 
of the matter. One of the most common causes of rural demoralisa- 
tion consists in that insane passion for game-preserving which infects 
so many of our landed proprietors. It there were no game, no wild 
animals, which by law as well as by nature belong to the first taker, 
in. our rural districts there would be very little crime, for the first 
atep im. the degradation of the rural labourer is almost invariably 





tor who so recklessly sacrifices the interests of his tenants a» 
morals of their labourers to its indulgence. As Home Secretary, 
Lord Palmerston must be well aware of the mischievous o ration 
of game and the game lawe, and we wish his address at msey 
had included some sound advice about poaching and game~preserving.

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SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS,

London, Nov. 23, 1854. 

Currants.—The favour which tke first arrivals of the new crop met 
with at Liverpool, where the 850 tons were placed on arrival, opening 
below 75s and closing at 85s, has given an impetus te the clearances 
there and at this port, which received, as before stated, a portion of the 
above quantity per rail. Last year in the three weeks ending 7th 
November, only 35 tons were cleared for consumption at Liverpool, and 
180 tons in 1852; whilst in the corresponding weeks of this year 270 
tons have beentaken. The London clearances have also begun to exhi- 
bit some of the winterly character of by-gone seasons, having reached 
from Ist to 17th inst. 480 tons, against only 125 tons in 1853, and 
against 710 tons in 1852, during the corresponding days. Raisins— 
Since 7th inst. six cargoes of Valentias have arrived, making the total im- 
portation this season 2,200 tons, against 2,800 tons in 1853, and 4,600 
tons in 1852 to 22nd November. Notwithstanding this comparatively 
small supply the article has been of limited sale at 45s. Fine blacks are 
held at 25s; old sultanas are held at 65s, buyers at 63s. Of the new 
crop, scarcely any left here unsold. Fine muscatels very scarce. In 1853 
Chesme barrels a large business has been lately done ; they are held at 30s 
to 31s; 1852’s continue neglected.

able nature than anticipated, prices became somewhat irregular, though 
no decline of moment could be noticed. The sales of the past week sum 
up 20,800 bales, making an aggregate of 42,500 bales for the fortnight, 
the principal part of which was taken for Spain, Great Britain, and the 
North, and some small lots for France. Holders not being willing to sub- 
mit to lower prices, the market closes dull at the following quotations :—

Paris, Nov. 23, 1854, 

It is very pleasing to observe among the Fr-nch people at large 
the high feelings of interest and sympathy with which the official ac- 
counts of the gailant behaviour of the Eny'isb, during the fights of 
October 25th and 26th and November 5th, bave been received. Those 
feelings were, however, attended with a sort of despondency as to 
how the expedition to the Crimea will turn out. The Government 
was, indeed, very anxious for a few days, as they had received no 
particulars of the battle of Inkermann, and they apprehended that 
the Russians had renewed their attacks and overpoweredsthe Allies. 
But they have now received the official reports, and they know that 
the Allies may have receiv: d importunt reiuforcements et the date of 
the 12th. There was a report yesterday of another important fight 
which had taken place on the 13:b, but 1 believe that no confirmation 
of it has been received. According to that report, General Can- 
robert was severely wounded and General Forey killed ; G-neral 
Bosquet hed taken the command of the French army, and Sebastopol 
had been taken. 

The Government received no telegraphic despatch since the 6th 
instant, and the reports of the battle of Inkermann arrived by 
the steamers at Marseilles. According to the last bulletin of Prince 
Menschikoff, nothing of importance had taken place down to the;12th 
instant, and the Allies continued to strengthén their positions, They 
expected their reinforeements b-fore storming S-bastopol. 

The Moniteur bas declared that the report of the levy of 500,000 
recruits of the class of 1854, was without foundation, and the future 
levy would not excerd that of last year, that is, 140,000 men. I bad 
not heard of such an exaggerated and absurd figure as 600,000 
recruits. Nobody speaks ot more than 140,000 or 180,000 men, 

Lord Palmerston arrived on Thursday last in Paris, and he had 
several interviews with the Emperor and the Ministers. Nothing had 
transpired as to the result of those important conferences. Th-y 
believe that a line of policy will be adopted, in order to force the 
German Powers to abandon their equivocal system of neutrality, and 
to declare themselves at once for the Ailes, or for the Emperor of 
Russia. The Cabinet of Vienna continues to protest that it is sti!l 
tavourable to the Western Powers. It has even sent to Berlina 
note in which it declares that it cannot take the engagement to 
remuin within the limits of the four propositions of guarantee. But 
Austria consents to maintain its neutrality as long as no attack is 
made against the Principaliti-s. It is evident that this last condition 
cannot be agreeable to the Governments of France and England, as 
the Emperor of Russia would not expose himself to a declaration of 
war by Austria, by attacking the Danubian province s. 

Nothing is d-cided abouts the next loan, ava daily conferences 
take place on what isto be done. The Emperor has declared that 
he would postpone avy financial measure unul the regular meeting 
of the Chambers, s0 that the loan would not be negociated before the 
end of February. But the Treasury wants money, It has exhausted 
all the usual resources. ‘he Bank of France has again made an ad- 
vance of 30 millions of francs, and it must bear the heavy expenses 
of war, and at the same time the paym nt otf the dividends of the 
Three per Cents., which fall due on the 22d of December. 

The advices from Madrid are more iavourable. A reaction is tak- 
ing place in favour of the Queen, and Espartero delivered «8 
speech to the Cortes on the 19:h instant, declaring that he had re- 
tained his powers until the Chambers were duly constituted, when he 
would resign them into the hands of the Queen, who would make the 


choice of her new couucillo:s.

This enigma is, however, easily solved. The Scotch term of Mar- 
tinmas fell on the 11th instant, when it behoved the banks to have re- 
course as usual to the coffers of the Bank of Kngland, for a ja 
supply of gold, to meet the periodical expansion in the circulation 
consequent on the increase which takes place in the transactions at 
this period of the year, just as regularly as the season comes round. 

The gold taken from the Bank of England to meet this temporary 
excess in the cireu'ation of the Scotch banks cannot have been 
than 50,0002. What a different aspect mizht matters have had, if the 
last Bunk return, in place of a decrease of 50,000/, had shown an in. 
crease in the bullion tothe extent of 450,000/. 

This tampering with the resources of the Bank happens Now, as it 
has happened before, at a critical juncture,—engenders distrust, aggra- 
vates the prevailing feverishness, and confers no additional stability on 
the Scotch banks by this temporary acquisition of gold. This state 
of thinys shou!d evidently be altered. The remedy is plain: extend 


| the authorised issues of the Scotch banks to a sum equivalent to the 


average of their circulation for six weeks succeeding the money terms 

of Martinmas and Whitsunday. Practically, this would remove the 

present absurdity of keeping half a million in gold suspended betwixt 

London, Edinburgh, and Giasgow twice a year, and, theoretically, would 

furnish a limit for the circulation in every respect as unobjectionable 

as that obtained by the p!aa adopted by Sir Robert Peel, J. 
Nov. 15, 1854. 





STATE OF THE CROPS. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 

Sir,—Your correspondent, “A Farmer’ of Shropshire, has ven- 
tured, in opposition to the general opinion, to surmise that the cereal 
crops of 1854 may not prove so abundant in this country as many sup- 
pose. He forms his belief by having thrashed some of his ricks, which 
have yielded less than his expectations, by five or six bushels per acre, 
I incline to agree with him, not only from experience taught by the 
thrashing machine, but from other facts which can scarcely be disputed, 
The season of 1853-54 for wheat sowing was most favourable, probably 
a greater number of acres were never cultivated with wheat before in 
this country. January, in the south of England, proved to be a wet 
month ; four inches of rain, besides snow, fell in Devon; but February, 
March, and April were particularly dry and coli, In these three 
months, the rain did not exceed 1.25 inches so that on every side we 
heard that grass was scarce, hay crops very unpromising, and the wheat 
plant thin on the land, May was favoured with many showers, anda 
milder temperature, though the grass crops had not time to recover 
before they were ripe for the scythe, consequently light in produce, 
yet the young wheats tillered well, so as to produce a full amount of 
straw. The sirst twelve days of June were quite dry; no rain fell, and 
wheat then came into blossom. Now, every farmer knows that en the 
weather, as experienced from this time till harvest, all our hopes depend, 
From the 12th June to the middle of July, we had twenty-eight days of 
rain, and 5} inches of rain fell; the temperature at the same time 
ranging low. Could we reasonably expect that under these circumstances 
the plant of wheat could kern well? Would it not, on the contrary, be 
found that much of the blossoms would become abortive ? From the 
middle of July to the end of harvest, in September, the weather was 
most propitious, nothing could surpass it; consequently all the grain 


| formed in the ear, ripened well, producing a fine sample, and sound, 


This ripeness of the grain enabled the miller te grind it into flour 
earlier than usual. These results, I think, may have led many to 
suppose that the produce per acre would be unusually great; but the 
weather we had from the the 12th June to the middle of July, showed 
me that many of the ears of wheat would be partially abortive, or 
blighted. In examining them now, I find itis so. I do not intend to 
convey the opinion that this is not a bountiful year of corn ; but I fear 
it has been much exaggerated, consequently many may be disappointed. 
France and Belgium seemed to have formed a more correct opinion of 
their respective harvests than England has done. They came to us as 
purehasers, whilst we were being daily told that our abundance was 
something prodigious ! 
on very enhanced terms the corn we have sold to them.

AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 
To the Editor of the Econemist. 

f*Sin,—The conflicting opinions which have been expressed upon the 
** Areaof Wheat, its Produce, and its Consumption,”’ in the United King- 
doms, by such high and respectable authorities as Mr, M‘Culloch, Mr. 
Cuird and other correspondents of the Times and some of our most widely 
circulated journals, present the strangest evidence that can be sup- 
plied of our great ignorance in relation to the growth and consumption 
of the crop upon which we are so dependent for subsistence as well as 
for the regulation of our monetary and mercantile transactions. It 
cannot therefore be a matter of great surprise, if, in the little pamphlet 
I have recently published on “ Agricultural Statistics,’’ I am found to 
differ from any or all of those authorities. 

But there are certain facts, such as the increased consumption of 
bread stuff by the nation, and the deficiency of its supply, about which 
there can be no mistake ; for the one is plainly indicated by the quan- 
tity of foreign produce brought into home consumption ; and the 
other, by the progress made and still going on in its demand, 

Whatever figures therefore may, by different authorities, be em- 
ployed to represent the presumed area, produce, and consumption, they 
must all necessarily arrive at very nearly the same conclusion in 
respect to deficiency, let it be reached by whatever process it may; 
inasmuch as for the deficiency we have an indisputable, and not @ 
conjectural, standard in our ascertained foreign supplies ; from which, 
all are pretty nearly agreed in finding that about 5,000,000 qrs, 





1 hope we may not be compelled to repurchase | 
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are annually needed in addition to those which we either do not or 
cannot produce at home, 

In the “area of wheat grown,” (and as its necessary consequence 
in the average total produce of the United Kingdoms), as well as in 
“consumption,” very material differences are manifested. Some of 
the estimates that have been published and which are now exciting so 
much attention, are given with much confidence; but, however bold 
may be a contrary opinion, I believe those at which I have arrived and 
which are materially below any I have yet seen, are fully as well en- 
titled to credit as those which show either ne sufficient or,no belter 
ground for their adoption. 


From Mr. Cauling’s statement to a committee of the House of Com. 
mons, in 1827, it appears that the area of * Arable and Garden Land ” 
in England, Wales, Scotland, and the British Islands, was then 
13,746,950 acres—to which I have added 4,892,072 acres for Ireland, 
and from the total of 18,639,022 aeres, I have deducted 639,022 
for garden grounds and other small holdings; leaving an area of 
18,000,000 acres, as being actually under the “Plough.” It must be borne 
in mind that in the designation “ Arable Land,” is usually included 
saintfoin, lucerne, and other (comparatively) permanent grasses, 
which, for the purpose of my estimates, I have excluded. I know it 
may be contended that after 1827, a great addition was made through 
many succeeding years to the area of “ Ploughed Land,”’ and it perhaps 
went on increasing until the repeal of the Corn Laws ; but this event 
was followed, and expectedto be so, by such a great depression in the 
price of wheat, that [am (from observation) under the full impres- 
sion, nearly as muchif not more land, and as rapidly as it was ina 
fit condition for it, was from year to year laid down to permanent 
grasses. Under this impression I believe 18,000,000 acres will fairly 
represent an average of the arable land which was “ under the plough ” 
during the last seven years, 


Most of the authorities before named assign nearly one-fourth of the 
area of tillage land in England and Wales ; more than one-tenth of 
that in Scotland; and nearly one-tenth of that in Ireland to the 
annual wheat crop: whilst some of them venture upon even larger pro- 
portions than these ; but I am decidedly of opinion that of the land 
‘cunder the plough,” such estimated ‘* wheat areas” are in each case 
too high, The progress of turnip husbandry, and now very extensive 
cultivation of other green crops (which were only in their infancy 
thirty years ago,) and the reduced prices of wheat relatively with other 
cereal crops since the Corn Laws were repealed, together with the extra 
expenses incurred in its cultivation as compared with those of other 
corn crops, have involved the policy of growing wheat under such 
favourable circumstances only as a higher condition of the land would 
be likely to insure for it a larger produce. All these circumstances have 
had a constant tendency to diminish the area of this crop relatively to 
the total area of ** ploughed land,” and it being well known that corn 
has often, of late, not repaid the expenses of its cultivation, the grower 
has songht to abridge labour and cost by converting his land to grass, 
and thus to raise or feed more live stock, which has been much more 
remunerative. In quoting Ireland as acase in point I do not apply 
the same rule for measuring the resultsof England and Scotland, but I 
do it only to prove that this opinion is confirmed by the Agricultural 
statis tics of that part of the United Kingdoms, which show, in 1847, 
743.871 acres in wheat; 2,569,708 acres in other cereal crops; and 
727,738 acres in potatoes and green crops: whilst in 1852 there were 
found only 353,566 acres under wheat ; 2,623,043 acres under other 
eereal crops ; and 1,335,483 acres in potatoes and green crops: the area 
of the last having been nearly doubled in seven years, whilst that of 
wheat has dwindled down to less than half what it was at the com- 
mencement of the same period. For the foregoing reasons I believe 
that about one-eleventh of the total area of “ploughed land’’ in 
Scotland will adequately represent its average contribution to the 
annual crop of wheat, in which opinion I am furnished with inferential 
confirmation by the fact that the experiments of Mr. Maxwell, in 
Roxburghshire, Haddingtonshire, and Sutherlandshire, in 1853, 
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|

portion. In Ireland, it will have been seen by the figures previously 
quoted for the year 1852, that not more than one-thirteenth of the 


tillage land was then under wheat; and in England, Wales, and the | 


British Islands, for which I had estimated the proportion to be one- 
fifth ; this proportion has been strikingly attested by the last year’s 
results of Sir John Walsham’s and Mr. Hawley’s investigations, which, 
in the counties of Norfolk and Hants, enumerate (exclusive of the land 
laid down in grass) 1,342.260 acres of tillage land, and 286,110 acres as 
the wheat crop. The English and Scotch counties referred to are 
likely to present a per centage of wheat in proportion to the total area 
of arable land, quite as /arge and probably /arger than any others in the 
two kingdoms ; for it must be remembered that they are not only 
highly farmed districts, but from their generally favourable soils and 
climates, are more congenial for the production of that crop than the 
western or northern counties of England, Wales, or the rest of 
Scotland. 


Various allowances have also been made by way of deductions from 
the produce, for re-seeding the land. and some of these have been taken 
at as much as four and a quarter bushels per acre. Many years ago 
three bushels per acre were considered ample for this purpose; and now, 
that the recurrence of wheat sown on the same land is less frequent 
than formerly, the cultivation and manuring of the land for it much 
higher, and the drill and the hoe much more generally in use, seed has 
been essentially economised ; still the plant has been found, by earlier 
sowing and better condition of the soil, to tiller out so freely as to 
sufficiently stock the ground before the earing season has commenced. 
I believe, th. refore, that Jess than three bushels per acre is now used on 
the averag., and that those instances are very rare in which even so 
much is now sown. i 

More coa picuous, however, are the discrepancies of statists in the 
quantity o wheat “consumed for food” in the United Kingdoms, 
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which, by some of them, has been presum

ave no doubt that this and even a much lar, er quantity w 
be thus applied, if the means of its purchase pare ale aia 
use prevailed ; but having had frequent opportunities in Wales, 
Ireland, and Scotland, as well as in England, of becoming acquainted 
with the habits and dietary of the labouring classes (who form the | 
mass of bread consumers), I believe I am not far out in my estimates 
of the consumption of wheaten bread (converting it into wheat) as the 
average in each of the kingdoms, for children and the aged, as well as 
for adults. The extensive, and in some districts, almost exclusive use 
of potatoes and oats in Ireland, of oats and barley in Scotland and in 
the north of England and Wales, and the frugal housewife’s liberal 
admixture of potatoes or other meal with wheaten flour, has hitherte 
made the use of pure wheaten bread in those districts the exception and 
not the rule, and an occasional luxury, rather than the “ staff of life.” 
although the fact is unquestionable that wheaten bread is graduall 
superseding the use of inferior and less nutritive farinaceous fi 
Having had also to supply for some years the wents, in wheaten flour 
and bread, of a large manufacturing population with its families, I am 
thereby emboldened in the opinion that my figures represent its present 
national consumption sufficiently high. If, on the one hand, they are 
correct, or newly so, in reference to “ consumption,”’ then the imports 
which have been ascertained to be brought into home use during the 
last seven years, would confirm the general accuracy of “area and 
produce ; ’’ whilst on the other hand, if those of area and produce, or a 
near approach to them, be admitted, then by the same rule of foreign 
wheat and flour consumed, the wheat food consumption of the kingdoms 
would be equally established. 

If, however, the advocates of an annual consumption of 18,000,000 
quarters of wheat be correct, this quantity, if equally divided amongst 
the males and females, the young and the old, the robust and infirm, 
the wealthy and poor, the labourer and lazy; the potatoe, the oat, the 
barley, the rye, and the wheat consumers; would furnish an average 
annual consumption of the best wheaten bread, for every individual in 
England, Scotland, Wales, and Ireland, of just about 320 Ibs. ; which 
weight of bread must be either much increased or the wheat consump- 
tion reduced, by the extensive use of seconds or inferior flour ; the cal- 
culations being based upon flour of the finest quality, which requires six 
bushels of wheat, at sixty lbs. per bushel, to produce 280 lbs. of the best 
flour, which will be again manufactured by the baker into 360 lbs, of 

thefinest bread. 

Various, likewise, are the estimates made of “ Average Acreable Pro- 
duce,” and I am quite aware that in this I am somewhat higher than 
most of the received authorities; considering as I do, that improved 
husbandry. increased culture of green crops, and more remote repeti- 
tiens of wheat on the same land, have contributed to increased produc- 
tiveness, as well as to improve the weight and quality of the grain. My 
es\imates, however, of ‘* Acreable Produce” being made upon the weight 
of sixty pounds per bushel may account for the bulk appearing a trifle 
more than some others. 

For the purpose of condensing the results of these observations, and 
bringing then consecutively into view, I have arranged and placed 
them at foot in a tabular form. 

It will have been already seen that I consider the annual consumption 
of wheat is constantly upon the increase, and that I think its acreable 
produce has been much augmented; yet I entertain a very strong 
opinion, if we possessed its statistics for the last twenty years, its area, 
in the last six or seven, would be found to have been so much diminished 
that we are actually (in the face of increased competition.) growing less 
wheat per annum now than we were before the repeal of the Corn Laws, 
and that a continuation of this fact for a few years past, taken in com- 
bination with a very deficient produce in the harvest of 1853, the falling 
off in the imports of the present period, and the increased ability of the 
farmers, from higher prices of other produce, and of live stock, to ree 
frain from sales of wheat at their pleasure, has mainly contributed to 
bring about the present anomaly of ‘dear wheat,” following close upon 
the heels of one of the supposed most abundant yields per acre this 
country has ever known, the produce of an acre exceeding, by perhaps 
ten per cent., that of the last and several preceding years, although, 
probably as much less than it was seven or eight years ago.—I am, Sir, 
your obedient Servant, Jas.

Heats or Lonpon pugRING THE WkEK.—In the week that ended last 
Saturday 1,309 deaths were registered in London. Having fallen to 1,160 in 
the previous week, the lowest number attained since the jate epidemic, the 
deaths again exhibit an increase, the effect of the incre sed culd in the closing 
months ofthe year. The mean weekly temperature was 60°7 deg. iu the second 
week of September. Since that time it has fallen almost continuously, till it 
was only 42°2 deg. in the week that ended November 11, and last week it has 
further declined to 40°9 deg. The mean temperature of last week is about 
5 deg. below the average of ten corre-ponding weeks, and the effect of this de- 
pression is perceptible near the beginning and end of life, for 666 children died, 
while the average is 539, avd 267 old persons died, tne averaze being 212. 
Between the periods of 15 and 60 years the mortality did not exceed the or- 
disary rate. Io the ten weeks ovrresponding to last week of the years 1844- 
53, the average number of deaths was 1,024, which, if raised ion p oportion to 
increase of population, becomes 1,126. The present return shows a mortality 
Considerably greater than usual, Twelve deaths were caused by cholera, and 
31 by diarrbcea. Let week the births of 666 boys aud 627 girls, inali 1,293 
children, were regi+tered in London. Ia the nine corresponding weeks of the 
years 1845-53 the average number was 1,402. At the Royal Observatory, 
G-eenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 29467in. The 
higbest reading was 30°13 iv., on Sunday; the lowest was 28°88 iv., at 8 a.m. on 
Thureday.

below the average of the same week in 38 yeare. Oc Tuesday the mean tempt- 
rature was 6°1 deg. below the average; on the two following daye it was sligtitly 
above the average. The highest temperature of the week was 52:0 deg. on Wed- 
nesday ; the lowest wae 30°0 deg. op Monday. The mean dew-point tempera- 
tore was 37°5 deg.; and between this aud the mean air temperature the differ- 
ence was 3:4deg. The wiad blew generally from the south-east and north- 
east. The amount of rain was 0.62 in., which fell on Wedoesday and the two 
foliowing days. 

THe Timpek TRADE AND THE WaRn.—Timber laden ships from Quebec 
and other ports of our Nort American colonies continue to arrive in the river 
Thamer, and dtacharge in the various docks, contrary to the notices which were 
issued by the dock companies a few weeks eioe, stating that on account of the 
excessively crowded state of the docks no timber ladcm ships would be admitted. 
The quays of some of the docks are now so crowded with timber and deals as 
to occasion the utmost incupvenience and danger to those counecied with slip~ 
plog.— The Builder. 





PROVINCES 





Tae HARDWARE TRADE AT BIRMINGHAM—Trade here has become very 
Much depressed within the last ten days; it has been custiined to a great «x- 
tent for some time past by the factors’ orders, which have kept up woode1- 
fally ; but these have now fallen off, and business generally is flatter than it 
has been for three or four years. For szveral months past many of the manu- 
factories have been kept going by having to work up old orderr, but these are 
now to & great ex'ect exhausted, and the mew ones comiug in are not large. 
The German trade is aiways emeil. The Australian markets are overstocked. 
Domestic derangements have heiped to slacken the demand for our goods for 
the Penineula; and the perilous aspect of monetary concerns in the Uuited 
States has checked orders from that quarter. For marine engines and bvilers 
orders bave come in of late, and the demand for them appears likely to increase ; 
this has enabled the masters to keep many men employed who must otherwise 
have been out of work. The manufacturers of ftire-arms are still very busy, 
most of them being engaged upon Government contracts. An order fur the 
Turkish Government, which ia said to have been floatiog about for some time in 
consequence of a differenoe about prices, will, it is believed, be soon put inhand. 

Piraen’s STRIKE IN DURHAM — Upwards of 800 pitmen are now on strike 
at the Hetvon oviliery alont, besides the men at several of the ether collieries 
im the county of Darham beiog in a similar situation, whilst in one or two in- 
stances arrangements have been effected between the employers and the em- 
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ployed, and the strike happily terminated. At the Hetton colliery the men 
have demanded an advance of 2s per score on their present high wages, The 
owners have offered them an advance of ninepence per score, but the men have 
refased to accept it. The pitmen’s advisers tell them, that from the cireum. 
stance of there being a considerable demand for coal, and from the collieries 
not having large stocks on hand, the strike will be of suort duration; but it ig 
thought that their anticipation will pot prove correct. 

Tue NortHern CoAL TRADE.—During the heavy gales and bad weather 
of last week an immenee masse of shipping property accumulsted in the ooal 
ports on the Durham and Northumberland coast. Coal freight: to London are

Dus.iw Customs.—The customs duties received at this port during the

THe Frax Trap in Utsrer.—Since the announcement that the Govern- 
ment have it in contemplation to prevent the exportation of Russian produce, 
even through Pru-sian porte, there has been considerable excitement iu the linen 
and the flax trade of Uister, and the price of flax hashad an upward tendenoy. 
It iv stated, in some of the Belfast trade circularr, that the supply of Russian 
fl 1x seed fur'the pre-ent season is quite secured, and that there are also avuilable 
large quantities of Dutch, American, Englisb, and Irish seed. With respect to 
flax, it appears that the last crop of Irish is almost untouched ; and as a large 
quantity of foreign, including Russian, is in the hande of British merchants, 
whilst the stocke of yarns and manufactured goods are unusually heavy, amongst 
the spinners and merchants of Uister it is estimated that the trade could get 
on very well without any imports of Ru-sian fisx fur twelve months at least, 
Besidee, there will be the cropof next year, for which, doubtless, a very exten- 
sive brexdth of land will he appropriated.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 


The commercial state of Paris has not changed. The retail trade 
alone exhibits some activity. Much calmness prevails in the corn market. 
The rates, however, are very firm. The finest sorts of flour fetch from 
84f to 85f per sack of 157 kilogrammes. The ordinary description sells 
with difficulty at from 78f to 82f, according to quality. Wheat main- 
tains its price even better than flour, and rose about 1f per hectolitre and 
a half during the week. Cattle continues scarce at the Sceaux and Poissy 
markets, and butcher’s meat, consequently, evinces a farther tendency to 
rise. The wine market at Bercy is very dull, owing to the large quan- 
tities purchased in July, August, and September. Paris only buys for 
the local consumption. Brandies are rising. The Montpellier se'ls at 
Paris at 224f, and at Bordeaux 208f per hectolitre. The demand for 
spirits extracted from beet are greater, and the article has accordingly 
increased from 166f to 170f in Paris; and from 163f to 170f at Bordeaux. 
The Northern and Southern Railway Companies are to obtain leave to 
import from England 20.000 tons of rails. 

The Moniteur publishes the returns of Customs revenue for the month 
of October, and for the first ten months of the year. The receipts for 
last month amounted to 13,649,033f, heing an increase of 546,147f over 
the corresponding month of 1853, aad of 1,529,911f over that of 1852. 
The total amount for the ten months is 120,826,920°, being 4,405,581f 
more than in the corresponding period of 1853, and 5,417,140f more than 
that of 1852. Comparing th: receipts of this year with those of 1853, 
the principal items which show an increase are—French colonial sugar 
for 5,490,550f ; foreign sugar, 3,576,316f; coffee, 785,553f; iron, in bars 
and rails, 807,199f; rough castings, 359,248f; raw wool, 355,3146 
Those which show the most material falling off are—raw cotton, 
1,114,016f; coal, 572,091f; olive oil, 374,630f; linen cloth, 597,702f; 
and under the head of sundries, the decrease is 7,567,017E.

BELGIUM. 


The recent Imperial decree in France, prohibiting the distillation of 
corn and other farinaceous substances, has already produced serious com- 
plications in the neighbouring kingdom of Belgium, where the scarcity of 
alcohol and the dearness of corn are much felt. The French decree ad- 
mitting foreign spirits on payment of a duty of 15f the hectolitre on the 
pure alcohol (equivalent to 7f 50c per hectolitre on brandy at 50 deg.), 
hag given an additional spur to the buyer of corn, of which some of the 
large Faench houses contjnue to make large purchases for exportation to 
Holland, where it will be distilled and re-exported. The consequence of this 
operation will be, that the French people will get their alcohols at the ex- 
pense of the bread-consuming portion of the populativn of Belgium, until 
the equilibrium be restored. The large quantities of rye already exported will 
be more severely felt by the Flemish portion of the inhabitants, by whom 
it is chiefly used in the form of bread. There is consequently great 
agitation for a law prohibiting the exportation of rye and other cereals, 
and the general opinion appears to be that a royal decree to that effect 
will shortly be promulgated. The ordinary consumption of rye for distil- 
lation in Belgium amounts to 300,000 hectolitres, but in consequence of 
= recent French decrees it will amount to 700,000 or 800,000 hecto- 

itres. 

The Minister of Finance has deposited a series of amendments on the 
Budget of Ways and Means for 1855 in the Chamber. ‘The reductions 
from various sources will amount to about 600,000f; the augmentation of 
the Budget to 2,443,527f; and the total amount to 128,782,690f. 
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SWEDEN. 


It transpires in lettters from Stockholm that the Swedish Government 
succeeded only with difficulty in obtaining the second money credit which 
it was lately obliged to demand of the ebambers. The order of peasants 
absolutely refused to assent to the grant; the nobility and the clergy 
voted it in their chamber upon the express understanding that it would 
be employed to maintain neutrality ; and the citizen order voted it in the 
belief that the Government, obeying a patriotic influence, would join the 
allies in the spring. Three chambe-s having thus supported the grant, 
the opposition of the peasant was overborne. 


AMERICA. 


The commercial advices from New York contain nothing of much mo- 
ment, but are satisfactory inasmuch as they announce that the 4th of No- 
vember, on which day, in consequence of the heavy payments falling due, 
a great number of failures were expected, had passed off with little diffi- 
culty. Several suspensions, however, had since taken place, the parties 
being J. A. Westervelt and Co., extensive shipbuilders, E. M. Livermore 
and Co., a firm in the wool trade, Ellis and Sturgis, for 200,000/, T. S. 
Goodman and Co., J. R. Morton and Co., Smead, Collard, and Co,, and 
the Citizens’ Bank, all of Cincinnati; the Canal Bank of Cleveland, 
Ohio; the City Bank of Colambus, Ohio; the Bank of Circleville, Ohio; 
the Exchange Bank at Buffalo, New York; and the Bank of H. D. King, 
of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, Throughout the State of Indiana almost 
every banking establishment had stopped, and their dishonoured liabilities 
were believed to amount to upwards of 1,000,000/. In this crisis the 
position of the holders of the notes had been rendered worse by a notifi- 
cation from the auditor of the State, whose duty it is to realise the secu- 
rities held against them and to distribute the proceeds, that he should 
not proeeed to a sale until after at least 60 days’ notice had been given 
in New York, London, and Paris, in order that the best possible prices 
might be obtained. The prevailing confusion jand distrust had likewise 
been increased by resolutions adopted by the New York and Newhaven 
Railway Company that they will repudiate all the stock, amounting to 
about 400,000/, overissued by their late president, Mr Robert Schuyler. The 
pressure in the money market had not abated, as the banks continued to 
contract, and the rate of exchange, which had shown symptoms of decline, 
had returned to a point which would still cause considerable remittances 
to be made to this side. The diminution in the imports continued at the 
rate of about 50 per cent. from the totals of the corresponding period of 
last year, the reduction being equally distributed among eotton, woollen, 
and silk manufactures ; but the supply was still as heavy as the markets 
would bear. The rise in wheat on this side had caused much surprise, 
| and the Western holders were more disposed to sell; but it would soon 
| be impossible to get any large quantities forward. The distrust with re- 

to the epeculative firms and banks in the Western States was un- 
minished, and numerous failures of worthless establishments in Indisna 
and Ohio continued to be reported, as well as in Maine and Georgia and 
other States. In Cincinnati the stoppage of Mr Beckel, a person largely 
engaged in railroads and banks, had apparently caused much loss. The 
immigration returns for the first 10 months of the year had just been 
published at New York, and showed 273,551 arrivals, against 235,636 in 
the like period of 1853. The increase, however, is rather less than it 
appears, since a larger number have sailed back to Europe than in former 
years. There was nothing late from California. Accounts received of 
the American exploring parties, organised to discover the gold deposits 
alleged to exist in the interior of Peru, and especially in the neighbour- 
hood of the head waters of the Amazon, showed that these expeditions 
had ended disastrously, and that no gold whatever had been found.

of the Ostend Conference, from which it will be seen that the

Matters have arrived at that crisis where nothing is left for 
the United States but either to abandon the whole question, or to con- 
tinue it in a manner which will afford no opportunity for further sbuffling. 
Such being the opinion of Messrs Buchanan, Mason, and Soulé, we are 
not surprised to learn that they — to recommend that the Govern- 
ment of the United States should declare, in effect, that our safety de- 
manded and our interests required we should purchase or take Cuba at 
ce.” ; 
Despatches from Washington state that the Government will shortly 
issue a treaty circular, providing for the admission of the produce of Ca- 
nada, New Brunswick, and Prince Edward’s Island, on the same terms as 
recently established respecting colonial fish. It is stated that the pro- 
vinces of Nova Scotia and Prince Edward’s Island will shortly adopt 
easures for carrying out the treaty.

also passed an act similar to that adopted by the Canadian Parliament re- 
specting the importation of foreign breadstuffs, &c.

A convention has been entered into between the United States and 
Russia, establishing the principle of the rights of neutrals at sea. The 
convention provides that free ships make free goods, and that the pro- 
perty of neutrals on board enemy’s vessels is exempt from confiscation 
unless contraband of war. 7 

Advices have deen received from Canada of the failure of Mr William 
Price,;'a Jarge mercantile house at Quebec.

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: By way of San Francisco we have the details of ah attack by the com- 
bined squadrons upon Petropaulooski, a Russian settlement on the eastern 
shore of Kamschatka.

THE MAURITIUS. 


_ Advices from the Mauritius come down to the 13th of September. An 
increase of the local export duty on sugar had been adopted, to enable the 
Government to meet the large and unforeseen expenditure incurred during 
the present year on account of immigration. The intelligence by the 
latest mail was considered to be discouraing to the planting interest. 
The decline in prices in the home market and the disturbed state of 
European affairs tended, with other causes, to create dulness. About 
2,000 tons of the new crop of sugar had changed hands at quotations 
showing a reduction of from 2s to 4s per cwt compared with the rates 
obtained at the commencement of last season. The shipments of the 
old crop had reached nearly 203,000,000 Ibs, and the new crop, it was 
expected, would exceed that quantity by at least 15,000,000 Ibs. The 
supply of available tonnage was moderate, and, few vessels being expected, 
it was feared an advance would shortly take place. Exchange operations, 
owing to the inactivity of business, had been limited. Document bills 
were scarce at 34 to 4 per cent. discount ; Bank of England post bills, 
$ per cent. premium ; and Treasury bills, par. A bottomry bond for the 
sum of about 4,000 dols on the block, freight, and cargo of the French 
brig Matinal had been negotiated at the maritime interest of 12 per cent., | 
and was made payable 20 days after the safe arrival of the vessel at | 
Algoa Bay, her port of destination. A similar instrument or the sum of

The following, according to the almanack of the Imperial Aca- 
demy of Sciences of St Petersbarg, was the population of 
Russia at the last census in 1849. The population of Russia 
in Europe was 60,628,700, and that of the whole of the em- 
pire was 66,428.200. It was in 1772, 14,000,000; in 1762, 
20,000,000; in 1795, 36,900,000; in 1818, 45, 500,000; in 1824, 
50,000,000; in 1835, 59, 000,000 ; ; and in 1842, ‘62,500, 000. These 
augmentations arise from the conquests of the Crimea, of the Cauca 
sus, Poland, Finland, &c., which additions of territory have more than 
doubled the extent of the empire since 1772. The augmentation of 
4,500,000 between 1818 and 1824 shows an increase of population of 
one-tenth in six years, and of double in sixty years, according to which 
calculation M. Stchekaloff affirms thas in 1892 Russia will have 
230,000,000 of inhabitants, 

Some experiments have lately been made of a new system of elec- 
tric signals at the Paris station of the Northern Railway. Au appa- 
ratus having the words train and tout est bien is placed at each station. 
An indication or hand is placed on this apparatus, and is attracted by 
the magnetic power on the inside in one or the other direction, ac- 
cording to the electric current. Oa the outside of each station is 
placed a pedal, with a spring adjusted in such a manoer that each 
wheel of the traia presses oo the spring, thus establishing a contact 
which gives a movement of the pile to the apparatus, and pro- 
duces the following effect, viz.:—l. A ring of a bell at the 
next station announces that the train is advancing, by which 
means the employes prepare for its arrival. 2. The indication to the 
preceding station having just signalised /a voie est libre, it allows the 
announced train to advance ; ; if, on the contrary, the hand points to- 
wards the word train, in drawing the handle of the apparatus at the 
station it communicates to the indication fixed on the locomotive the 
signal arretez; but as soon as the indicator at the station shows /a 
woie, est libre, by reversing the handle above mentioned, the engine 
driver receives the signal tout est bien, and he knows that he may ad- 
vance with security. By a verysimple combinativp, when te signal 
arretez is given, the engine-driver can immediatel shut off his steam 
so that all accident may be prevented, 

Letters from the Hague state that the Second Chamber of the States 
had voted by a large majcrity the taking into consideration of the 
proposition of M. Thorbecke and other deputies for abolishing the 
excise duty on fuel. The Government had declared that, as soon as 
<ircumstances would permit, it would propose the abolition of the 
duty on corn, beginning with rye. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the Trust and Loan Com. 
pany of Upper Canada will be held on ‘Thursday, the 30th instant, 
for the purpose of declaring a dividend for the six months ending the 
30th September, 1854. The net profits for that period have amounted 
to 11,207!

History or tue Inon Traps, from the Earliest Records to the Pre- 
sent Period. By Haray Scuivenor. New Edition, Longmans, 
Paternoster row. 

Nor having seen, that we recollect, the former edition of this book, 

we shall treat it 2s a new work worthy of attention, because it evn- 

ceras one of the most important and increasing businesses of the 

Sotntry, In all times, wherever iron has been known, it has been de- 

scribed, as the most useful of all the metals, and in our Setanta eat aaa Saldge M atacadean when | 
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to its thousand other uses, it has become the substitute for animal 
power, and enables us to surpass in speéd the swiftest race-horse and 
travel thousands of miles with no more fatigue than sitting for a 
length of time in our arm-chair or walking in our carpeted room; 
when it is the pillars of our houses and the frames of our ships, the 
ornaments of our rooms and of our wives and daughters—in our age, 
which is appropriately called the iron age, it has become so multi- 
fariously useful, that it seems almost impossible for men ever to 
have lived without it. We required, probably, to discover in 
almost modern times a nation in which it was unknown to cone 
vince us that there was a time when the substance was unknown, 
and to find it out and apply it was one of the earliest and greatest 
advances in the progress of civilisation, At present the make of 
iron in this country, increasing year by year, is not much less 
than 3,000,000 tons; in 1852 it was 2,700,000 tons; the value of the 
iron exported in various shapes is not less than 15 000,000/, and, pro- 
bably, the whole value of the manufscture is upwards of 30 ,000, 000l. 
This is a great mass of national wealth, obviously the result entirely of 
labour ana skill. There is no fertility of soil to give any portion of the 
value; the iron-stone, except for the labour, would be mere rubbish; 
and the whole is the product of much industry and skill in many suc- 
cessive ages. In that it would be difficult to fix a property, and the 
skill and the knowledge are almost universally diffused, and their 
products, too, are cheaply dispensed amongst all nations, Mr Serive- 
nor writes the history of iron from the beginning, and describes the 
earliest and the latest processes for obtaining the metal. Between the 
rude clay furnace, described by Park in his “ Cravels in Africa "—a 
modern representation, probably, of some of the earliest invented fur- 
naces, which, notwithstanding the enormous waste, and a yield extremely 
small in proportion to the mineral and means employed, left the far- 
nace owner iron enough to repay him for his trouble—and one of the 
great furnaces of Wales,running off day after day throughout the 
year its eight or nine tons, how vast has been the progress. But the 
change in the mode of procuring the metal seems hardly equal to the 
multiplied uses to which it has come to be app'icd. Mr Scrivenor’s

Statistical description of the present condition of the iron trade, though 
this is useful, and amongst Kon we fiad none more remarkable than 
the following account, which we quote, in order’to show the wisdom of 
former legislation, of a Parliamentary measure of the early part of 
last century :— 


PROTECTIVS LEGISLATION. 

In 1719 a bill was brought into Parliament with the object of rendering 
the laws concerning the importation of naval stores from the British Americana 
a more comprehensive, by admitting from them all sorte of timber.. 
saeesnees But the colonies were+o surpri-ed and disappointed ty some clauses in 
the bill, that rather than submit to them they preferred to forego entireiy the 
benefit. it would have conferred upon them, and they were very glad to have 
it dropped altogether. Such for instance, “that none of the plantations 
should manufacture iron wares of any kinds, out of any sows, pig, or bars, 
whatsoever, under certain penalties.” By which clause no emith in the planta- 
tions might make as much as a bolt, spike, or nail, whereby the colonies must 
have been brought ioto a miserable coudition, the sinith being, above ail other 
trade-, absolutely necessary in all employments there; amongst the rest, that 
of shipbuilding would have been utterly destroyed, althouzh thereby they made 
a great part of their returns for the British msoufactures, The House of Peers 
added another clause—“ Than no forge goiug by water, or other work whatso- 
ever, should be erected in any of the plantations, for makiog sow-, pigs, or cast 
iron, into bar or rod iron.” 


This proposed measure was quite equal to the laws of Spain, so 
ofien spoken of with deserved execration, to forbid the cultivation of 
the vine and the olive in its American colonies; but, to the greater dis- 
grace of the British Legislature, it was proposed a ter the Spunish 
enactments, and probably after experience had demonstrated their 
malevolent folly. The bill of 1719 is worthy of being now especially 
remembered as a proof of the great prevalence, a century and a half 
and two centuries ago, of the idea that nations could be enriched by 
stopping the growth of others, even of their own colonies, in wealth, 
No: to reverence such wisdom is by some persons sti'l held to be sad 
forgetfulness of what is due to our ancestors. We will quote 
another anecdote which Mr Scrivenor borrows from the “ Chronicles 
of Old London Bridge,” to call attention to the facts it records as 
having some bearings probably on the science of magnetism and on 
some geological theories :— 


A GALVANIC ACTION IN THE EARTH, 

An eminent London cutler (Mr Weiss, of the Sirand), to whose inventions 
modern surgery ie under considerable obligatione, has remarked that steel 
seemed to be much improved when it had become rusty in the earth, and pro- 
vided the rust was not factitiously prodaced by the application of acide, He 
accordingly buried some razor biades for nearly three years, and the result 
fully corresponded to his expectation. The biades were coated with rust, 
which bad the appearance of having exuded from within, but were not eroded, 
and the quality of the steel was decidedly improved. Analogy led to the con- 
clusion that the same might hold good with respect to irop, under similar cir- 
cum.tances; 80, with perfect confidence in the justness of his views, he purchased 
as soon a8 an Opportunity offered, all the irou, amounting to fifteen tons, with 
whioh the piles of London Bridge had been shod. Each shoe consisted of a 
small inverted pyramid, with four straps rising from the four rides of its base, 
which embraced and were nailed to the pile; the total length, from the point, 
which entered the ground, to the end of the strap, being about sixteen inches, 
and the weight about eight pounds. 

The pyramidal extremities of the shoes were fuund to be not much corroded, 
nor, indeed, were the straps; but the latter had become extremely ‘and beauti- 
fally sonoruus, close resembling ia tone the bara and sounding piccea of an 
Oriental instrument, which was exhibited, some time since, with the Burmese 
state carriage. When manufactured, the solid points in question were couverti-~ 
ble only into very inferior steel ; the same held good with respect to euch bolts 
aod other parte of the iron-work as were subjected to the experimen , except 
the straps: these, which, in addition to their sonorousuess, possessed a degree 
of toughness quite unapproached by common irov, and which were, ia fact, im 
perfcet carburet+, produced steel of « quality infinitely superior to asy, which, 
in the course of his business, Mr Weiss had ever befure met with ; inssmueh, 
that while it was in general request among the workmen for toolr, (Ory de- 
manded higher wages for working it. These sirape, weighing altogether about 
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eight ton, were consequently separated from the solid pointe, and these last 
sold as old irow. The exterior difference between the parte of the same shoe, 
led, at first, to the supposition that they were compossed of two sorts of iron ; 
but, besides the utter improbsbility of this, the contrary was proved by an ex- 
amioation, which Iced to the inference that the extremities of the piles having 
been charred, the straps of iron closely wedged between them and the stratum 
in which they were imbedded, must have been subjected to a galvanic action, 
which, in the course of some six or seven hundred yearr, gradually produced the 
effects recorded. 

Mr Scrivenor’s book is more valuab’e for the historical matter 
contained in it than for its present description of the iron manufac- 
tures of the world. It does not include the latest information that can 
be obtained, and is wholly deficient of those pictorial illustrations 
which are necessary to make readers form any ideas of casting, 
founding, puddling, slittiug, and rolling.

The panic has been very severe in Ciucianati and in some 
other parts of Ohio and Indiana, arising out of this currency 
question, and bills have been returned iu such amounts, that 
the bauk owners have been obliged to force their deposited 
stocks on the market at a great loss; but the Auditor of the 
State of Indiana bas lately given public notice that he will not

ment atter the date of the rendition thereof, entered in any of the 
Courts of this State, although such judgment may bave been for- 
warded upon a writing stipulating a higher rate of iaterest.’’

“COMMERCIAL. EPITO M E. 
FRIDAY EVENING 

The corn market was generally steady to-day, without much 
business doing. Wheat fetched last week's prices. The supplies 
of foreign being very short, it is firmly held. Purchases have 
been made in Mark lane of inferior foreign wheat for Ireland, it 
is supposed; and purchasers have appeared in our markets of 
moderate wheats for France and Belgium, but found the terms 
rather too high. 

The supplies of barley are small, and the market quiet. Oats 
are 6d lower, a fair supplv of foreign having come in, in addition 
to the large supply of 1r.sh last week. 

Since this day week we have had arrivals off the coast consist- 
ing of 4 cargoes of Egyptian wheat, 1 Egyptian beans, 1 Cyprus 
barley, and 1 maize; the last trom New York, the others from 
ports east of Gibraltar. Five cargoes were sold before arrival. 

With respect to the foreign corn market, a New York circular of 
Nov. 7 says:—‘* Most orders for wheat and flour being limited 
below our currency, and our supply having, as expected, in- 
creased, last week’s prices could not be sustained. ‘The fluctua- 
tion, however, is but slight, and the tone in the market, thongh 
quiet, is one of firmness and confidence. No considerable quan- 
tity of flour and wheat is likely to be brought to the seaboard be- 
fore winter. Indian corn for shipment to England has been very 
active, and prices and treights have advanced.” 

From Antwerp, the market report is that the price of wheat 
had declined, but, the stock in hand being very small, there was 
very little business doing. For barley the demand was very ac- 
tive, and prices advanced. The stock of foreign is very short. 
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From Hamburg we are informed that the cold has set in early, 
80 as to impede, though not yet to stop, the navigation of the river. 
The wheat market was firm, the arrivals being small, with a 
probability that the Baltic wonld speedily be closed. A consi- { 
derable demand had set in for London, but there was a great 
want of mee 

From Stettin it is stated that the animation which did prevai! 
in the market had lessened, partly in consequence of the quietness 
of our market, and partly in consequence of an apprehension 
that the Baltic would be speedily frozen. 

At Amsterdam, on the 20th, wheat and rye at auction sold 
readily at former prices. Towards the close of the market the 
price, both of wheat and rye, was firmer. Barley was much in 
demand, and the price advanced. 

In the week ending the 20th the corn market at Cologne under- 
went no change, but prices remained very firm, as only a little 
was brought to market. 

Prices of sugar have tended downwards in the week, and at its 
close a general decline may be noted of 6d per cwt. Refined 

sugar has followed the same course and is cheaper.

The market for saltpetre is dull ; the improvement last week 
has not been maintained. 

The telegraphic message announcing the overland mail, re- 
ceived to-day, did not produce any effect on the tea market. 
Common congou may be quoted nominally at 10d per Ib, at which 

there are sellers, but no buyers, Duty was paid at this port dur- 
ing the week ending 16th instant on 637,152 Ibs, against 597,032 
lbs in the same period last year. It is satisfactory to observe (say 
Messrs Layton, Hulbert, and Co.) that the home consumption 
shows a steady increase, with an export of 2,000,000 lbs over that 
of last year.

The silk market, since the 1st instant, bas been comparatively 
quiet. Prices continue without alteration ; but the advance then 
established has materially checked exportation. 

There has been but a very moderate business transacted at Li- 
verpool in the cotton market during the present week, and the 
sules reach in consequence 35,000 bales only, with a decline of $d 
per Ib. Of the above sales, 29,000 bales have been taken by 
spinners, 4,000 bales by speculators, the remaining 2,000 bales 
are to exporters. The decline of this week is in no way attri- 
butable to an unfavourable feeling towards the article, but solely 
to the present unsatisfactory state of political affairs. The ac- 
counts from America received thig week are without change ; the 
extreme estimates for the present crop have disappeared, but 
with a favourable season throughout, the ultimate yield may ex- 
ceed that of last year by 100,000 to 200,000 bales. Prices. how- 
ever, keep very high in America; the last quotation from New 
Orleans for middling cotton is 83c per Jb, which even with lower 
freights still leaves a heavy loss as compared with the present 
Liverpool quotations. Only a-small trade has been done in this 

| market for the week, at rather easier rates. 

Of the currant trade, Messrs Witherby & Hanson say: * The 
favour which the first arrivals of the new crop met with at Liver- 
pool, has given an impetus to the clearances there and at this 
port. Last year in the three weeks ending 7th November, only 
35 tons were cleared for consumption at Liverpool, and 180 tons

' To shelter against it, machinery has continued to be stopped, and short 
time working was never known to such an extent as at present. The 
quantity of machinery now in operation is little if any over 25 per cent., 
or three-quarters idle. ‘This must tell in the long-run both on the raw 
material and the manufactured article. Pieces—There is no regular busi- 
ness doing except for heavy winter goods, of which the supply is limited, 
and the prices they command so bad that there is no inducement to make 
them.

LONDON MAKKETS, 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK.

The supply of English wheat was moderately good at Mark lane on Mon- 
day ; that from Essex being principally white, met a steady sale at the full 
prices of the previous week, but from Kent the supply was mostly red, and 
some of it in poor condition, and these descriptions were taken off slowly at 
fully 2s per qr reduction in value; ultimately, however, nearly all was eold, 
aud in this respect the tone of the trade was betrer, nearly all being Jis- 
posed of for consumption. The imports of foreign wheat were scanty, con- 
sisting of 216 qrs from Antwerp, 114 qra from Dordt, 600 qrs from Fehmern, 
1,091 qra from Hamburg, 23 q's from Rotterdam, and 150 qrs from San- 
tander, making a total of 2,194 gra: prices of all descriptions were well 
supported, but the firmness of the factors prevented any material business 
being transacted. The arrivals of flour coastwise were 1,360 sacks, by the 
Eastern Counties 9,357 sacks, by the Great Northern 1,929 sacks, from foreign 
ports 658 sacks and 300 barrels: the trade for this article was less active, 
and country marks were easier to buy; barrels are nearly exhausted, The 
arrivals of Eoglish barley have materially increased of late, those from our 
near counties amounted to 4,296 qr; there were 560 gre from Limerick, but 
only 130 qrs of foreign from N ykiobing: choice malting qualities supported 
prices, with a good eteady demand, but the intermediate sorts were sold 28 
per qr cheaper; the decline scarcely extended to grinding samples. There 
were only 85 gra oate from our own coast, 1,673 qre from Scotland, 35,912 
from Ireland, aud 6,865 qre from foreign ports, making a total of 42,524 qre, 
the larg¢st supply fora jong time past; meveriheless good corn supported 
prices, and only secondary sorts were 6d to ls per qr cheaper. 

With the exception of a fair quantity of Ezyptian wheat, the imports at 
Liverpool on Tuesday were very limited; there was a fair demand for fine 
qualities of old, the damp weather making a portion of such more requisite 
tor the miller than at any period since harvest, and, the stocks beiog low, full 
prices were obtained, but new samples were neglected, al: hough offered at a 
redaction of about 2s per qr, owing to their coming forward in a damper 
condition. 
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There was an increased quantity of foreign grain at Hull, and the farmers 
brought forward a fair supply of wheat, which met a good demand from ihe 
millers and other buyers at 74s to 764 per qr : average, 73s 8d per qr. 

The arrivals at Leeds were tolerably fair of wheat, and great firmness was 
mapifested on the part of the holders; the millers were, however, not 
anxious buyere, but at the close rather a firmer tone manifested itself, and a 
few sales were then effected at full prices : average, 738 10d on 2,546 qre. 

There were short deliveries of wheat from the farmers at Ipewich ; trade 
opened heavily, but recovered, and the supply was cleared off at previous 
rates, with more anxiety to m»ke purchases: average, 73s 1d on 1,957 qre. 

There were short fresh arrivalsof English grain at Mark lane ou Wednee- 
day, but good imports of foreicn oats, with a very moderate addition of wheat 
from the North of Europe, and quite limited quantities of every other article 
of the trade. A +teady demand was experienced for English wheat at the 
full pricee of Monday, with a firm trade for foreign. Malting barley was taken 
off to a fair extent, without any quotable variation in the value of good 
malting qualities. Oats were easier to purehase, the additional good supply 
coming on the market pretty full of prime samples from last week’s large 

otity. 

Tbe "Geoteh markets this week have been languid, responding to the advices 
from the southward pretty promptly.

New Raitway In Kent.—A new line is projected from Paddock 
Wood (the junction station of the Maidstone branch on the South- 
Eastern line) to Tenterden, passing through the important neighbour- 
hoods of, and touching, Brenchley, Horsmonden, Goudhurst, and 
Cranbrook. 


Great NorTHERN.—The directors of this Company have given notice 
of their intention to app'y to Parliament in the next session for power 
to erect and endow achurch at Doncaster, together with school-houses, 
for the benefit of a large number of operatives and servants of the 
Company employed in the workshops and station in that town, The 
shareholders at the last half-yearly meeting gave their assent to the 
proposed measure. 


Direct Sourn-Eastery.—Notice of application to Parliament in 
the next session has been given for power to construct a railway from
